1 978 where a matter of substance has 
been discussed dunng the interview by checking the appropriate boxes and filling in the blanks in neat handwritten form using a ball point pen. Discussions regardinq 
only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction requirements for which inten/iew recordation is othenvise provided for in Section 812.01 of the Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure, pointing out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, or resulting in an examiner's amendment that fully sets forth 
the agreement are excluded from the interview recordation procedures below. 

The Irjten/iew Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents* list on the file 
wrapper, n a personal inten/iew. the duplicate copy of the Fomri is removed and given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview In the 
case of a telephonic inten/iew, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address either with or prior to the next official communication.

The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature 
or thrust of the pnncipal arguments made to the examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to
